The two were accused of going 
to Simonelli’s house, getting a 
weapon and returning to the school 
to shoot Goodman,

to Testimony. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals 
held today that Circuit Judge Har- 
ry F. Russell had exceeded his au- 
thority in demanding a transcript 
of testimony heard by the first of 
his two grand juries which investi- 
gated police brutality charges. 

The Appellate Court ordered the 
discharge, on writs of habeas cor- 
pus of two grand jury stenogra- 
phers who had been in technical 
custody for contempt of court in 


refusing to comply with Judge 
Russell’s order for the grand jury 
notes. 

“We know of no instance here- 
tofore,” the Appellate Court said, 
“wherein a trial Judge has ever 
even asserted the right to attend 
hearings of a grand jury or to be 
advised of what witnesses have tes- 
tified to before a grand jury while 
the particular matter is still under 
investigation by a grand jury. 
“Such procedure would smack of 
unnecessary and unwarranted pa- 
ternalism and would most likely 
place the judge in the position of 
being either a prosecutor, or a de- 
fender of persons being investi- 
gated by the grand jury.” 


Statute Cited. 


The Missouri Legislature, the 
decision continued, has left invio- 
late the old common law doctrine 
and grand jury proceedings are 
secret, except that by statute the 
Legislature has provided that after 
an indictment has been returned, 
and for the purpose of questioning 
the indictment or contradicting 
testimony at a trial, testimony 
given at a grand jury session may 
be revealed, 

“That is an entirely different 
situation from an endeavor by the 
trial judge, or anyone else, to pry 
into the secret proceedings, of a 
grand jury while it is in the midst 
of its investigation,” the Appellate 
Court decision continued. 

“Even the zeal of a judge of the 
criminal courts for a particular 
investigation, or return of a par- 
ticular indictment, no matter how 
laudable his purpose, is no justifi- 
cation for the violation by these 
petitioners (the stenographers) of 
their solemn oath taken not to di- 
vulge any testimony heard before 
the grand jury except to the Cir- 
cuit Attorney or when legally re- 
quired to do so.” 

The opinion said it was clear 
that stenographers were present 
at grand-jury sessions solely to 
serve the prosecuting officer of 
the court, that is the Circuit At- 
torney. In this instance, the ste- 
nographers, Frank X. Quinn and 
Truman S. Conway, had refused, 
on the advice of acting Circuit 
Attorney Henry G. Morris, to com- 
ply with the order of Judge Rus- 
sell, 

All Judges Concur. 

Presiding Judge William C. 
Hughes wrote the opinion of the 
court. The associate judges, Ed- 
ward J. McCullen and Lyon Ander- 
son, concurred. 

The grand jury notes which 
Judge Russell wanted to get were 
those of the jury which he dis- 
charged after it had refused to 
vote an indictment following its

Admiral Scott Praised Courage 
Of Wounded in One of Last Letters 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP).— 
One of the last letters written by 
Rear Admiral Norman Scott of 
Kirkwood, Mo., before he was 
killed in the naval battle in the 
Solomon Islands on* Nov. 13, re- 
leased by the Navy today, was a 
message of praise of men wounded 
in Pacifie fighting. 

The letter was sent to his wife, 
Mrs. Marjorie Guild Scott, who 
lives in Washington, with the re- 
quest that it be turned over to 
the Navy Relief Society. 

Rear Admiral Scott described a 
visit he. had made to a Kospital 
ship soon after action in the early 
days of the current campaign in 
the Southwest Pacific, and he de- 
clared that “not once during the 
entire visit was I answered with 
‘a grumble or a bellyache or 4 
whine. But invariably with a grin 
or at least with an attempt at one. 
“Sometimes the answer 


would | 


be low and I would lean well over 
to make the conversation easier 
going. It might take a few sec- 
onds and then I would hear, ‘I’m 
doing pretty well, thank you, sir.’ 
One like that and your heart goes 
right out to him. It is the custom 
in the Navy to remove one’s cap 
in the sick bay. Mine will alway 
be off to those men.” 


Admiral Scott said he realized 
that many of the men in action 
were considered by their parents 
to be mere boys, “but all those I 
saw were carrying on like men.” 

He spoke in terms of highest 
praise for all those serving the 
wounded on the hospital ship and 
said, “I did not see a single per- 
son—doctor, officer, nurse, corps- 
man, petty officer or blue jacket— 
who was not on the job.

RUSSIANS. REPORT 


FORCE OF PERHAPS 
45000 DEFEATED 


Pressure on Oil Fields 
Eased in Battle Near 
Military Highway— 
Heavy Nazi Losses Also 
Inflicted in North.

MOSCOW, Nov. 20 (AP).—Red 
Army units pressed hard after 
fleeing. Germans in the Central 
Caucasus today, following up a 
major victory that eased pressure 
on the Grozny oil fields and the 
military road leading south into 
the richer Transcaucasus fields, 
Latest front line reports bore out 
the earlier impression that a large 
Axis force, possibly four divisions 


of 45,000 men, was defeated in a 
battle of several days on the ap-

Blow Also Struck in North, 
About 10,000 of the enemy were 
killed in the Caucasus battle and 
in another important engagement 
far to the north on the Volkhov 
front just below Leningrad, Rus- 
sian communiques said. 
Attaching “great significance” to 
the Soviet offensive in the Cauca- 
sus, the Government newspaper 
Izvestia said “it serves as a signal 
which will be repeated on different 
sectors of the front.” 

(The German high command to- 
day acknowledged repeated Rus- 
sian counteroffensive blows in the 
Alagir and Mozdok sectors of the 
Caucasus—northwest and north of 
Ordzhonikidze—but reported they 
had failed.) 

A special Soviet communique 
gave the first news of the Cauca- 
sus triumph last night, reporting 
5000 of the enemy killed, “several 
times” that many wounded and 
much military booty captured. 
Today's added details confirmed 
or revised upward all these figures 
and spread joy among the Russian 
people whose hope and confidence 
have been rising as temperatures 
have fallen under the impact of 
early winter. 


Three-Day Volkhov Battle. 


The noon communique said the 
5000 Germans killed in the Volkhov 
area fell in three days of futile at- 
tacks in an attempt to retake a 
recently captured town. 

Telling of continuation of a 
reconnaissance operation in that 
séctor, the communique said: “One 
ammunition dump was blown up 
and 19 artillery batteries and seven 
mortars silenced. After complet- 
ing its main task, our*tunit fell 
back to its former position.” 

This communique said that in 
the Stalingrad area last night in 
one sector German infantry and 
tanks broke through to the rear 
of two Russian units but a fierce 
counterthrust restored the lines, 
killing 170 Germans and destroy- 
ing five tanks. 

The rest of the overnight picture 
was one of stabilized lines and 
relatively little activity except near 
Tuapse along the Black Sea coast 
in the Western Caucasus where the 
Germans were~ reported driven 
back in efforts to retaké positions 
recently won by the Russians, 
(The German communique re- 
ported only “local fighting” in the 
Western Caucasus. “In Stalin- 
grad,” it said, “shock troops cap- 
tured several blocks of houses.”) 
Account of Caucasus Victory. 
The Germans for weeks had been 
eyeing Ordzhonikidze, from where 
the Georgian military highway 
winds south through the Caucasus 
Mountains to Tiflis. From the city 
they could have struck southward 
toward the trans-Caucasus or east- 
ward toward Grozny. 

- While one Axis force sought to 
smash through southeast from 
Nalchik to Ordzhonikidze, another 
tried to drive from Mozdok south- 
ward to the coveted city. 

Piling up large forces of men 
and ‘machines southeast of Nal- 
chik, the Germans and their allies 
finally opened an offensive that 
wedged deeply into Red lines and 
reached the approaches to Ordz- 
honikidze. At this point the Red 
Army turned on the invaders and

HALSEY PROMOTED 


Commander 
Named Full Admiral— 
Hewitt Raised to Rank 
of Vice-Admiral. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP).— 
Brigadier Gen. James H. (Jimmie) 
Doolittle, formerly of St. Louis, 
who is in charge of American Air 
Forces in French North Africa, 
was nominated by President Roose- 
velt today to be a Major General. 

Doolittle, who led the’ American 
air raid on Tokyo April 19 and 


soon afterward was promoted to 
Brigadier General, holds the per- 
manent rank of Major in the Air 
Corps Reserve. 

Roosevelt also nominated for pro- 
motion Vice Admiral William F. 
Halsey Jr., to be a full Admiral, 
and Rear: Admiral Henry K. Hew- 
itt, to be a Vice Admiral. 

Halsey led: American naval forces 
to a spectacular victory over the 
Japanese in the Solomon Islands 
area of the Southwest Pacific last 
week. 

Hewitt had a leading role in 
bringing the American invasion 
forces successfully to North Africa 
and subduing the opposition of 
French naval vessels at Casa- 
blanca, Morocco. 

The Navy has four other full 
admirals: Ernest J, King, Chester 
W. Nimitz, Royal E. Ingersoll and 
Harold R. Stark, 

Five other Army officers were 
named for promotion: Brig. Gen. 


Lucian K. Truscott Jr. of Eufala,

and Brig. Gen. Lnusford 
E. Oliver of Falls City, 
Neb., and Brig.

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‘Lost Squadron’ 
At Casablanca 
Two of Its Boats 


Sunk by Guns of 
French Destroyer. 


By HAROLD VY. BOYLE 


WITH A UNITED STATES 
TASK FORCE, Casablanca, French 
Morocco, Nov. 15 — (Delayed) — 
(AP).—The story of the “lost 
squadron”—four American assault 
boats which ran into French de- 
stroyer fire here while they were 
searching for the Fedhala landing 
beaches—was told today by Second 
Lieut. Edward W. Wellman of New 
York City. 

He and 71 other survivors were 
captured by the French after the 
destroyer riddled the first two as- 
sault boats when the vessel was 
hailed in the belief it was a United 
States warship. They were among 
the few Americans taken prisoner 
during three days of fighting. 

There were 19 casualties in the 
engagement. Seventeen men in 
the first boat to be sunk swam 
three and one-half miles to safety, 
some without lifebelts. Wellman, 
formerly employed: in the advertis- 
ing department of the New York 
Daily News, suffered minor in- 
juries, 


Boats Took Wrong Course. 

The men pulled away from trans- 
ports in four assault boats about 
3:30 a. m. Nov. 8, the first day of 
the attack. 

“We were supposed to land on 
the beaches of Fedhala,” Wellman 
said, “but through error the assault 
boats headed toward Casablanca, 
13 miles away, where the French 
fleet was quartered. It was not 
until we were in Casablanca Har- 
bor that we realized that the fire 
toward which we were headed was 
not from oil tanks on Cape Fed- 
hala but a French ship hit by our 
naval fire. 

“Two of our boats drew back. 
The other two had drawn near the 
vesse] which, in the darkness, they 
thought was a United States dé- 
stroyer. 

“I was in one. When the men 
in the other hailed the vessel, a 
foreign voice answered. They 
shouted back ‘We are Americans!’ 
A burst of machine gun fire came 
from the destroyer, then only 15

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 20 (AP). 
—Given up for lost in a dramatic 
night battle off the Solomon 
Islands a month ago, the Ameri- 
can light cruiser Boise steamed 
triumphantly into Philadelphia late 
yesterday’ and today the Fourth 
Naval District revealed stories of 
individual heroism which won the 
“one-ship fleet” a place in Amer- 
ican naval history. 

Outnumbered and outgunned, the 
Boise was chiefly instrumental in 
sinking six Japanese warships in 
27 minutes of point-blank battle 
during the night of Oct. 11-12 after 
intercepting an enemy force mov- 
ing toward Guadalcanal. During 
its extraordinary achievement it 
was ripped, battered and enveloped 
in mast-high flames. Other craft 
in the United States cruiser-de- 
stroyer task force left it behind as 
fatally stricken. 

But two hours later it steamed 
out of the darkness and took its 
accustomed place in the column. 


19 Received Decorations. 


The Navy today explained why 
19 officers and men, four of them 
killed, received decorations during 
its trip home, 

Lieut. Milo B. Evarts of Minne- 
apolis received the Navy Cross be- 
cause “fire . . . broke out at his 
post, but he made no attempt to 
leave it,” the Navy said. He was 
found dead at his post later. 

Minor Butler Poole of Clinton, 
Miss., gunner’s mate first class, 
got the Navy Cross after he “gave 
his life to prevent an explosion of 
ammunition. He put on a gas 
mask and entered a compartment 
to flood it during a fire. He was 
killed before achieving his mis- 
sion.” 

Lieut, Commander Edward C. 
Kenney, Medical Corps, of Bucy- 
rus, O., although under heavy fire,

NORTH AFRICA, Nov. 20 (AP),— 
Allied forces, having smashed one« 
third of a German armored column 


and crushed all Nazi tank attacks, 
are closing in on all landward 
sides around the naval base of Bi- 
zerte and Tunis, capital of Tunisia, 


n; is of the American and 
British combat teams and their 
pro-Allied French partners have 
reached points within 30 miles of 
both coastal cities which the Ger- 
mans hold and, apparently, intend 
to defend as beachheads. 

Bizerte is about 70 miles east-. 
ward within Tunisia from the Al- 
gerian frontier and Tunis roughly 
another 40 miles southeast around 
the Gulf of Tunis. 

(The Morocco radio said the Ger~ 
mans had landed new reinforce- 
ments, including tanks transported 
by air, at Bizerte.) 

Artillery Pounds Nazi Tanks. 
The tank battles—in which ac 
curate American artillery fire 
mauled the enemy tanks—were the 
first heavy fighting in Tunisia but 
the headquarters spokesman said 
the struggle was expected to grow 
in fury and scope now that heavy 
Allied units have driven - within 
reach of the main German de- 
fensive positions around the two 
strongholds, 

In one clash, a German column 
made four assaults on an Ameri- 
can-British-French force inland to 
the south and each time was 
thrown back with heavy losses. 
Finally, this column retreated after 
crack new American mobile artil- 
lery tnits had broken its offensive 
strength.

dered milk, stored n 
powders are similar in appearance. 

He said an inmate-kitchen helper 
preparing the eggs left the skillet 
unattended for five or 10 minutes 
he went to the cellar in 
search of powdered milk.

Rats used in a test by Dr. Frank

Organized Groups Opposing Gaso- 
line Rationing, Jeffers Says. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 20 (AP).— 
National Rubber Director Jeffers 
said today that opposition to na- 
tion-wide gasoline rationing “is 
an organized opposition using 
funds furnished by people who 
should know better.” 

“The gasoline rationing in the 
East, saved rubber,” he told the 
annual meeting of the Grocery 
Manufacturers of America. “Na- 
tion-wide gasoline rationing which 
goes into effect Dec. 1 is only a 
means to an end. It will go into 
effect regardless of the organized 
opposition in the West. That op- 
position is based on the theory 
that there is no shortage of gaso- 
line in the West.” 

Jeffers told newspaper men he 
had in mind as “the opposition 
group” organizations similar to 
Chambers of Commerce and other 
“well-meaing civic agencies.” 

Jeffers said that there were 
more than six million farms in 
the nation and asserted that “if 
we can keep the men on the 
farms and keep our rubber, we 
can produce food and get it to 
market.” 


CANNED FISH RATIONING 
STUDIED; CATCH BELOW NORMAL 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP).— 
Production of canned fish this year 
is running about 30 per cent below 
that of last year and about 10 per 
cent below the 1935-39 average, the 
Fish and Wildlife Service reported 
yesterday. 

Service officials said the mossibil- 
ity that canned fish might*have to 
be rationed was under study but 
that attention was being given to 
making up the deficiency by pro- 
moting wider use of less known 
kinds of fish, 

Fresh fish production also was 
reported 15 or 20 per cent less 
than the record production of 1941 
and about 10 per cent below the 
1935-39 average.

The President’s memorandum 
caused a rush of applications for 
commissions and protests from 
agency heads who claimed their 
organizations would be disrupted.

Examples of Essential Jobs. 

- The President replied by giving 
examples. He said that if the re- 
porter had been permitted to take 
the recent inspection trip with 
him he would understand the sit- 
uation. 

In one cartridge factory, the 
President continued, he saw men 
doing jobs which could be taught 
to girls in.three or four weeks. In 
such jobs, he said, the men would 
not get draft exemptions. 

In another munitions plant, he 
said, there were two foremen, both 
married but without other depend- 
ents. These men, he related, had 
the manual] skill and leadership 
qualities enabling them to handle 
25 or 30 machines and their work- 
ers. The two men, working almost 
side by side in the plant, lived at 
different ends of the town, he con- 
tinued, yet one was exempted by 
his draft board and the other was 
drafted by his board. 

Roosevelt’s inference was that 
both men should have been _ex- 
empted. 

More Uniformity in Drafting. 


The President pointed out that 
there were thousands of draft 
boards throughout the country and 
added that probably the next step 
would be to establish more uni- 
formity. He suggested that per- 
haps the plant managers or the 
supervisors could certify to the 
local draft boards those men who 
were really essential. 

A reporter asked whether this 
would affect the draft appeals sys- 
tem. The President replied that 
it was not so much a question of 
appeals machinery as a certain 
thing called psychology. He 
thought appeals could be avoided 
if the draft boards had more in- 
formation. 

The President said that he had 
not heard of a situation in one 
plant in which the various em- 
ployes were registered with 300 
draft boards. He said that this 
might happen in New York but 
knew of no other city. The. re- 
porter said he had heard of such 
a situation in Kansas City, Mo. An- 
other reporter observed that this 
might have arisen because’ the 
workers came from the surround- 
ing country and had to keep in 
touch with their boards at home.

Candless Led Crippled 
San Francisco Through 
Rest of Solomons Action 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP).— 
Lieut. Commander Bruce McCand- 
less, 31 years old, of Long Beach, 
Cal., the Navy said today, was 
the officer who took command of 
the cruiser San Francisco in the 
Solomon Islands battle Nov. 13 and 
led the attack after his senior of- 
ficers had been killed and he him- 
self wounded and rendered tem- 
perarily unconscious. 

His seniors were Rear Admiral 
Daniel J. Callaghan, commander 
of the task force in which the San 
Francisco was operating, and Capt.

BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts), Nov. 20 (AP).—The high 
command reported in a _ special 
éommunique today that German 
submarines sank 23 merchantmen 


totaling 120,000 tons in recent op- 
erations off the coast of North and 
Central America, and in waters 
east of Capetown. (These enemy 
claims were without confirmation 
from any other quarters.) 

In addition, the communique 
said, two destroyers and one cor- 
vette were sunk and four other 
ships were damaged by torpedoes. 

The destroyers, corvette and 15 
of the merchantmen, totaling 78,- 
000 tons, were said to have been 
sunk in several days of U-boat at- 
tacks against a convoy in the North 
Atlantic.

He suggested that some of the 
skepticism about battle reports has 
been due to “some people, who in 
their zeal for brutal frankness, 
almost seem to feel that the Gov- 
ernment ought to put out bad 
news, whether it has any or, not.” 
Davis cautioned the public 
against letting politics color its 
judgment of the war effort. He 
denounced rumor-mongering about 
American losses and commented: 
“It may be a coincidence that this 
criticism reached its peak in the 
week before the election. ,.. We 
are trying not to fool the people, 
but we can’t do much for citizens 
who insist on fooling themselves.” 


On U. 8S. Ship Losses, 


Asserting that the loss of every 
American ship known to have been 
sunk or otherwise destroyed had 
been announced to date, Davis 
said: 
“We know.that the American 
people are courageous enough to 
stand bad news. We believe that 
the American people are also intel- 
ligent enough not to want news 
that would imperil the lives of 
American soldiers and sailors or 
diminish our prospects of vic- 
tory.” 
The names of ships damaged in 
action are not announced, he said, 
because “there is nothing the en- 
emy would like better than to 
know just what ships he has dam- 


submarines, he con- 
tinued, have been practically 
driven away from American shores, 
but the Office of War Informa- 
tion is not beating any drums 
about it. 
“Once in a while,” Davis said, 
“we do try to discourage oOver-op- 
timism such as is likely to arise

“Still Doing Damage.” 
“Take the case of submarines, 
for instance. The vigorous effects 
of our Navy have pretty well driv- 
en enemy submarines away from 
our shores, and accordingly some 
people are likely to feel that the 
submarine menace is ended. It is 
not; submarines go where they 
meet least opposition and they are 
still doing great damage in other 
parts of the world.” 

It is essential, he said, that cer- 
tain naval information be held up 
for reasons of security. In the 
battle of Savo Islands on the night 
of Aug. 8-9, for example, Japanese 
forces withdrew and, Davis said, 
“there was good reason to believe 
that the enemy did not know how 
much harm he had done to us in 
the dark.” If the Japanese had 
known that thfee American and 
one Australian cruisers were sunk, 
they would have proceeded to at- 
tack American transports landing 
troops on Guadalcanal, Davis said.

pooling of the petroleum industry’s 
marketing facilities, if the war 
makes such action necessary, a 
spokesman told the Post-Dispatch 
today. 

H. T. Ashton, general manager 


of the Lubrite Division, Socony- 
Vacuum Oil Co., is chairman of the 
committee, which was appointed 
by Bernard L. Majewski, chairman 
of the marketing committee for 
the 15-state District No. 2 of 
the industry. 

Others are W. H. Ware, market- 
ing -manager for Socony-Vacuum; 
Ralph H. Dangerfield, division 
manager for the Phillips Petro- 
leum Co.; Purdom Clark Thomas, 
division manager of the Shell Oil 
Co., Inc., and Harry E. Milton, 
president of the Milton Oil Co. 
District No. 2 includes Missouri, 
Illinois, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, Ten- 
nessee, North Dakota, South Da- 
kota, Nebraska, Kansas; Oklahoma 
and Kentucky. Subcommittees al- 
ready have been appointed in each 
of these states’ to survey bulk 
plants, trucking facilities, and re- 
tail outlets in 19 selected counties 
picked to represent the various 
types of areas and conditions in 
the district. 

One county represents wheat 
areas, another represents cotton 
areas, etc. Even resort areas are 
represented. 

A Midwestern spokesman for 
the industry stated in Chicago a 
few days ago that 21 expert oper- 
ating men, chosen by all sizes and 
types of companies, are already in 
the field collecting data. 

“The plan may never be put 
into ‘effect,’ Majewski has ex- 
plained, “but we will be ready in 
case the Government wants to 
adopt it. If the Government should 
decide that we had to get along 
with fewer bulk plants, the study 
will make it possible to advise the 
co-ordinator which bulk plants can 
best be spared, how many will be 
necessary for war use and how 
many will be needed to serve civil- 
ians. Similarly, we will know how 
much man power we can release, 
and which trucks will be best suit- 
ed to handle the work if we have 
to let some go.” 

Ashton pointed out that one of 
the prime motives is to maintain 
competitive conditions. 
Cc. T. Foster, assistant to the 
president of the Standard Oil Co. of 
Ohio, has been assigned to Ash- 
ton’s sub-committee to act as chief 
of staff for the survey. 

Majewski disclosed that the Office 
of Petroleum Co-ordinator is 
studying a proposal to limit filling 
station operationg to 72 hours & 
week, with the exception of certain 
ones to be designated truck sta- 
tions. These would be on a 24 
hour day, seven-day-week basis for 
serving trucks, but could serve 
passenger cars only 72 hours @ 
week.

Unified 
War-Making 


By Paul Schubert

HE United Nations’ offensive 
Tin North Africa is the latest 
demonstration of a war-mak- 
ing axiom which has been proved 
again and again during the pres- 
ent war: Co-ordinated campaigns 
conquer. 
_Virtually every striking success 
scored by any party to the war 
has come as the reward for a 
carefully planned offensive in 
which ALL weapons, ALL arms, 
ALL means of damaging the 
enemy on land, on sea, in the air, 
politically and economically, were 
welded together into an attack 
team. Offensives of this kind 
have been literally irresistible. 

Virtually every time any party 
to the war has tried to conquer 
with a one-sided attack, the at- 
tempt has’ ended in a spectacular 
failure. 

The classic example of such 
failure is the German effort to 
knock Britain out of the war with 
the large scale air attack of 1940. 
Germany had just finished the 
Norwegian, Low Country and 
French campaigns which had 
swept through all opposition as if 
no opposition existed. Those cam- 
paigns had been a brilliant dem- 
onstration of co-ordination — not 
only of teamwork between land, 
air and sea forces, but in particu- 
lar of teamwork between the 
political and the military. Every- 
where the Germans went, they 
found their pathway made easy 
by Fifth Columnists. The organ- 
ization of the Fifth Column had 
been going on for months and 
years before the outbreak of hos- 
tilities. Part of the Fifth Column 
served the Nazis through convic- 
tion, part served for pay—nothing 
had been overlooked in creating 
this most useful tool of war, 


Co-ordination Dropped. 

But suddenly Germany dropped 
all that. One more/‘objective re- 
mained. to be tackled in 1940—if 
the one remaining objective could 
be attained, it would mean the 
rounding out of such a year of 
successful conquest as history had 
never seen before. 

The remaining objective was 
the British Isles. It is true that 
Germany had no Fifth Column of 
any value in the British Isles, 
barring a little help from fanatic 
Irishmen and other isolated  in- 
dividuals—certainly there was no 
organized pro-German movement 
of any strength. But certainly the 
outside world expected a co-ordi- 
nated military attack—an inva- 
sion on the ground, taken across 
the Channel on the surface, with 
intricate air assault in support. 
When we realize that not many 
months later Germany was able 
to put an astonishingly well co- 
ordinated assault into Crete, mak- 
ing great use of air transport, it 
seems more than ever odd that in 
the summer of 1940 the attack 
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launched upon the British Isles 
proved to be entirely unco-ordi- 
nated—a wild air bombing that 
did much damage at a few iso- 
lated spots, no damage at all at 
many other spots of equal impor-

|4 Days in Wilds, 
Cut Off by Japs 


Without Food, 
Shelled by Own 
Guns, Always 
Near Enemy.

GUADALCANAL, Oct. 29 (Delayed) 


FTER five harrowing nights 
and four equally terrifying days 

¢ Spent in-a jungle infested with 
enemy troops, five marines and a 
Navy pharmacist’s mate staggered 
through our front lines to safety 
this morning. : 

Their story is one of days with- 
out food, constant contact with 
the ehemy, our own shell fire 
bursting around them and a grim 
battle with the jungle itself. 

Half starved, exhausted, dirty, 
cut by thorns and brambles, the 
six were given a royal greeting by 
astonished comrades. , 

“Where’d you guys come from? 
We thought you were dead. How’d 
you get back in?” 

“Well, we just prayed and kept 

moving. And, believe me, we did 
a lot of praying.” 
! The speaker was young Pvt., 
First Class, Richard E. Hollinger, 
of York, Pa., acclaimed the ‘hero 
of the saga by his five fellow wan- 
derers—Pharmacist’s Mate, Second 
Class, Homer H. Berry, Roanoke

Cut Off by Jap Attack. 


The six members of a 46-man 


man’s-land beyond our positions 
on the night of Oct. 24, when the 
Japanese forces attacked to the 
west of our positions in an at- 
tempt to recapture our air field. 
When the Japanese moved up into 
position, they swarmed'‘around the 
platoon, cutting it off from our 
lines. : 

Two men were killed. Thirty- 
one men—including 10 wounded— 
got back to our main body dur- 
ing the night. The six who came 
in today were among the 13 prev- 
iously listed as “missing in ac- 
tion.” But let Pvt. Hollinger tell 
the story: 

“When the Japs came in around 
us it was very dark, there was a 
lot of shooting going on, and we 
couldn’t tell what the score was. 
So we decided to camouflage our- 
selves and lay down for the night. 
“There were an awful lot of 
Japs. At least a battalion moved 
right by us and almost tripped 
over us a couple of times. They 
moved ahead with fixed bayonets. 
There wasn’t any moon, but those 
bayonets were shining like flash- 
lights. 


“There were a lot of them who 
weren’t armed, too. They were 
carrying heavy bundles on their 
shoulders. One of them put his 
bundle down to take a rest and 
the fellow behind him kicked him 
in the pants and made him pick it 
up again. 

“We got through the night all 
right, and when it got light we 
saw that the Japs had thinned 
out, so we decided to move. We 
hadn’t gotten very far when a 
four-man patrol spotted us. We 
shot at least two of them.” 

“Dick (Hollinger) is the guy that 
shot them,” Berry interposed. “He 
had a Springfield and it sounded 
like a machine gun, he was shoot- 
ing it so fast.” 


Tried to Get Japs’ Rice. 


“Anyway, they were shot,” Hol- 
linger continued. “We wanted to 
get their rice rations, but there 
were sO many Japs around w 
didn’t dare take a chance. 

“Later, while we were crossing 
through some heavy grass, one of 
our planes flew right over our 
heads. We tried to signal the pi- 
lot with a white mosquito net, but 
he didn’t see us. 

“Then our artillery opened up. 
Shells fell all around us. Luckily, 
none of us got hit. 

“After the shelling stopped, we 
started moving again. We went 
through five empty Japanese bi- 
vouacs. These had apparently been 
abandoned in a hurry, because 
there were helmets and rifles and

During their 10 months’ stay in 
the village, the Germans lifted 
board sidewalks, tore up all bridges 
and allowed drains to fill with 
scum and dirt. As a result, the 
streets, gardens and country yards 
were flooded with rain water.

with. dirt and Pohoreloye now 
shimmers deep in stick mire. Out- 
wardly it looks as bleak and prim- 
itive as most Russian villages in 
the days when Tolstoy and Chek- 
hov wrote of peasantry. 


This primitiveness is symbolic of 
one of the basic principles of Ger- 
man “new order” in Russia. Sys- 
tematically, Germans are seeking 
to undo all the work of the Five- 
Year Plans in the village with em- 
phasis on modern machinery, 
modern science and to push the 
Russian peasantry back to a con- 
dition of primitiveness they knew 
in pre-Soviet times. One would 
imagine that if their only purpose 
was wiping out of the country all 
production possible and making 
their own life more comfortable, 
they would preserve public im- 
provements the Five-Year Plans 
had achieved. That is precisely 
what they do not do.

So great is their passion for re- 
introduction of primitive condi- 
tions in the Russian countryside, 
the Germans would rather use 
this water than tolerate the newly 
built artesian well. 

Another mechanized achievement 
of the Five-Year Plan was the com- 
munity bathhouse with a capacity 
of 500 bathers daily. As a mat- 
ter of hygiene alone, the Russian 
steam bath is especially beneficial 
to an army in the field. Particu- 
larly was this the case with the 
German Army in Pohoreloye when 
it was ridden with lice. Yet hardly 
had they been in the village two 
weeks when they tore down the 
public bathhouse, 


Pohoreloye boasted, among other 
things, a power plant. Every home 
was wired for electricity. Germans 
did not destroy the plant as they 
did the artesian well and the bath- 
house. They allowed only their 
institutions- and officers’ quarters 
to be lighted. In winter, the ¢n- 
gine froze solidly. On their re- 
treat, they battered the. engine

74 Years of Procrastination. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE always approved of your stand 

against the poll-tax requirement for 
voting, and I liked especially your edi- 
torial, “A Last Fight for Norris,” of 
last week on the subject. 

The thing that annoys me is that Con- 
gress goes at the matter in such a weak- 
kneed fashion. Opponents of the pro- 
posed anti-poll-tax measure claim that 
it is unconstitutional. Others assert that 
it cannot affect the suffrage as applied 
to state and local offices. But there is 
one way of approaching the matter that 
no. member of either house of Congress 
seems to want to try. Could it be that 
they have not read the Constitution? 

The fourteenth amendment, pro- 
claimed July 28, 1868, clearly states that 
“when the right to vote at any election 
for the choice of electors for President 
and Vice-President of the United States, 
Representatives in Congress, the execu- 
tive and judicial officers of a state, or 
the members of the Legislature thereof, 
is denied to any of the male inhabitants 
of such state, being 21 years of age, and 

- citizens of the United States, or in any 
way abridged, except for participation 
fn rebellion, or other crime, the basis of 
representation therein shall be reduced 
in the proportion which the number of 
such male citizens shall bear to the 
whole number of male citizens 21 years 
of age in such state.” 

Thus, so far from being unconstitu- 
tional, it is the declared obligation of 
Congress to reduce the representation 
of the poll-tax states in Congress. Since 
the adoption of the nineteenth amend- 
ment, in 1920, it would seem that the 
fourteenth amendment would apply to 
woman citizens as well as men. Since 
the adoption of the seventeenth amend- 
ment in 1913, it would undoubtedly apply 
to the election of United States Senators. 

Congress has shirked its constitutional 
obligation on this score for 74 years, 

and it is time that pressure was brought 
to bear to make that body perform its 
duty. If it did so, some of the Southern 
states would stand a fair show to lose 
about seven-eighths of their Representa- 
tives in Congress. If, in order to avoid 
this penalty, they should try. some other 
subterfuge to limit the suffrage, the pen- 
elty would still apply. When Southern 
people can vote for Governor, Judges 
and Legislatures, they will quickly ex- 
tend the suffrage for county and local 
offices. Thus, the whole thing will be 
settled once and for all, and there can 
be no subterfuge, no evasion, no consti- 
tutional quibbling.

income taxes on a pay-as-you-go basis is obvious: 
the fact that there are going to be tremendous dif- 
ficulties in collecting the greatly increased levies 
if the old plan is followed. 

Note, first, what the increased rates mean to tax- 
payers in various income levels. 5 

A earns $1000 annually, or less than $20 a week. 
This year, he pays an income tax of $11.40. Next 
year, his tax will be $70.60, plus the Victory tax of 
$18.80, collected by his employer. 

B earns $6000 annually. His tax this year is 
$548.90. Next year, it will be $1201.60, plus $268.88 
Victory tax. 3 

C, a married man, earns $9000 a year. His present 
tax is $893.60. Next year, it will be $1561.40, and 
$418.80 Victory tax. 

A, B and C realize the need for greatly increased 
taxes in wartime. They are willing to pay their 
share, but they face some difficult problems of 
budgeting in order to do so. 

It will require a great deal of prudence, close 
managing and rigorous saving for them to ac- 
cumulate the additional amounts now required by 
the Government. They are trying to put 10 per cent 
or more of their incomes into war bonds. They are 
meeting increased living costs. It would not be sur- 
prising to find A, B and C in default when their 
payments come due, and so obliged to pay penalties. 
Deducting a percentage of their pay checks each 
week or month, which is one provision of the Rum! 
plan, would greatly ease these citizens’ tax-paying 
problems. 

Now suppose that in 1944 A loses his job, B suffers 
a salary cut of 50 per cent and C dies. Taxes on 
their 1943 earnings would be due just the same. A 
could not possibly pay. B could pay only at con- 
siderable sacrifice. C’s tax would have to be paid 
by his widow, no matter how small the estate he 
left her. Yet if A, B and C had been permitted to 
pay ‘the taxes on their 1943 incomes in that year, 
each could have met his obligation and the Gov- 
ernment would have had the money. 

The Rum! plan provides for canceling one year’s 
tax debt, but not suspending the payments. These 
payments would apply on the current year’s tax in- 
stead of that for the preceding year. This would 
avoid all such hardship cases as those suggested, 
and wholesale defaults that would seriously handi- 
cap the Treasury. 

Such a plan, of course, would benefit the persons 
who have already saved money to pay their taxes. 
They would be free to use these funds for other 
purposes. However, as against the relatively few 
who would get a virtual windfall, there are many 
thousands who would find the plan a financial life- 
saver, 

Senator George suggests that a year’s tax liability 
be postponed until after the war, and then be paid 
by installments. This is more complicated and less 
certain than the Ruml plan, but it is directed to the 
same end. 

Any man’s economic status may change from one 
year to the next. What could be fairer than a 
tax levy in keeping with his status? The present 
system invites a wave of defaults because of taxes 
in excess of ability to pay, a situation undesirable 
in every respect. 

Congress did only part of the job when it voted 
the new income taxes. It now faces the problem of 
providing a system for orderly and certain collect- 
ing of the increased levies. 
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HOW THE PRESIDENT FORETOLD IT. 

In the light of the North African invasion, it is 
interesting to recall some words of the President 
in his fireside talk last Labor day. At the time, 
of course, the vast preparations for the attack were 
in full swing.

While most of the President's listeners probably 
thought he was talking about some event far in the 
future, possibly in the spring or summer of 1943, 
he was actually talking about the brilliant expedi- 
tion to North Africa which came to pasg just about 
two months later—catching the enemy flatfooted.

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ANOTHER FIELD FOR INTELLIGENT PLANNING. 

It is estimated that, by the end of the war, the 
Government will have acquired land equal in area 
to that of the six New England states. Some of 
it is in fairly large pieces, such as the sites of 
Army camps, but much of it consists of smaller 
parcels, required by the expansion program of the 
Defense Plant Corporation.

election has shown that two social move- 

ments are rapidly gathering power 
which may presently collide head-on. If 
that collision occurs, it will produce an 
internal crisis surpassing in passion and 
in its destructive potentialities anything 
which the nation has experienced since the 
Populist struggle of the '90s, or perhaps 
since the Civil War. 

Reduced to its elemental factors, it is 
‘arising out of the conviction of organized 
labor that it must, for its own protection, 
attain control of the Government, and out 
of the determination of agriculture that it 
shall not be allowed to do so. 

By far the most general phenomenon in 
this year’s election has been the return of 
the farmers to Republican ranks, Except 
in the South, the rural regions voted over- 
whelmingly for the party which has been 
out of power, In state after state, all the 
votés which city machines could muster 
were not able to overcome this uprising. 

The Roosevelt administration has wooed 
the farmers, Farm parity prices are guar- 
anteed by law; farm loans have been made 
available from Government sources on re- 
markably liberal] terms; farm income is high 
and farm m are being rapidly re- 
duced. Yet the farmer has turned against 
Mr. Roosevelt and his party. Why? 

All sorts of explanations are being ad- 
duced. It is said that the farmer is in- 
herently conservative; give him the slightest 
surcease from his financial gifficulties and 
he instinctively returns to his Republican 
allegiance. It is said that he resents any 
type of subsidization, and that the strict 
regimentation of farm production enforced 
by the New Deal has grated on his innate 
individualism. It is said that he believes 
he was y accused of self-seeking and 
lack of patriotism in the recent tussle over 


parity legislation. 


All these factors undoubtedly played their 
part in the farm revolt against the Demo- 
crats. But more influential than any of 
them,. and perhaps than all of them taken 
together, was the farmer’s indignation at 
what he believes to be the favored treat- 
ment accorded factory labor. 

As the farmer sees it, national policy 
under the Democrats hag rewarded organ- 
ized labor on a scale altogether dispropor- 


[J snctes we misread all the signs, this 


tionate to that by which agriculture, has 


been rewarded. The labor unions have be- 
come the pampered favorites of Washing- 
ton. Their influence has grown until it is 
out of\ proportion to the contribution which 
they make to the national economy. 

But now look at the issue from the other 
side—that of labor. From the outset, the 
Roosevelt administration has smoothed the 
path of labor’organization. Beginning with 
the guarantee of organizing and bargain- 
ing rights in the famous 7-A section of the 
law creating the NRA, it proceeded under 
the NLRB to forbid interference by employ- 
ers in the union activities of their employes. 
Now, under the WLB, it has taken the ulti- 
mate step of using Government authority 
to require the employer, first to sign an 
agreement with the union, and then to dis- 
miss any employe who fails to maintain his 
union membership in. good standing. 

On the surface, labor is in clover. Wages 
are high. One after another the major cor- 
porations, at the order of the WLB, have 
been organized. A firm like United States 
Steel now has in force a and

ment in five of its principal subsidiaries. 
Henry Ford, after swearing that he would 
go out of business before he would sign a 
union contract, now has a closed shop. 

All important industry is unionized. 
Union treasuries are running over. When 
John L, Lewis took his United Mine Work- 
ers out of the CIO, there was a balance in 
its treasury of $6,346,852. 

Nevertheless, ladDor leaders realize that 
the unions are in a very dangerous position. 
If Government has given them much, it has 
taken much. It has, in fact, taken the one 
thing for which the unions have hitherto 
existed. That is the right-to bargain and 
to negotiate terms of work. 

Such a condition may be accepted during 
& war emergency and for as long as a 
friendly administration is in office, al- 
though even today union leadership is 
showing its extreme uneasiness at discus- 
sion of plans for some sort of labor draft. 

But what is\to happen after the war? 
Certainly the unions will not be content to 
give up the lucrative contracts which they 
have gained. Yet just as certainly they 
see that to remain under Government con- 
trol in case an unfriendly administration 
takes power will subject them to the same 
fate which European unions have suffered 
under Fascism. A situation in which a re- 
actionary government controlled the labor 
movement in this country would be Fascism.

BOSTON, Nov. 20 (AP).—Leon

In the Defense Corps group, the 
largest number are in the plant 
protection function, with 14,177 
persons on the rolls as inspectors 
charged with checking war plants 
and buildings. Of this number, 
7577 have been trained or are in 
process of training, and the bal- 
ance are awaiting training. The 
quota for plant protection inspec- 
tors is 20,000, 

“Vv” Insignia to Be Awarded. 

Under this function, OCD chiefs 
have been created. in 2000 plants. 
The program calls for the award of 
“VY” insignia to local war produc- 
tion plants for outstanding co-op- 
eration with Civilian Defense’ and 
for fulfillment of protective obliga- 
tions and Government orders. 

Air raid wardens make up the 
next most numerous category un- 
der the Defense Corps organiza- 
tion, with 7246 enrolled. Of these, 
4838 are trained, 1928 a in train- 
ing and the others are awaiting in- 
struction. The quota is 9500. 

Activities of the wardens, as list- 
ed in the publication’s chart, .in- 


ing of householders for combating 
fire, gas and other hazards. 

Other functions in the Citizens’ 
‘Defense Corps and their enroll- 
ments follow: Utility repair, 7047; 
messengers, 3227; emergency food 
and housing, 2752; auxiliary police, 
2548; emergency medical, 2224; 
auxiliary firemeh, 1915; headquar- 
ters staff, 1617; road repair, 1200; 
rescue squads, 900; drivers’ corps, 
747; fire watchers, 423; nurses’ 
aids, 393, and decontamination and 
clearance, 15. . 

The 46,431 persons enrolled in 
the Defense Corps functions make 
up well over half of the quota, 
which is 76,400, and additional 
workers are being enrolled daily. 
Of those enrolled, a total of 19,569 
are trained. 

Of the 13,595 enrolled in the war- 
time Service Corps, 11,422 have 
completed training and 2173 are in 
training. Units in this branch of 
civilian defense include child care, 
with 400 trained; consumer work, 
200 trained; family security, 867 
trained; health and hospitals, 1499 
trained and 333 in training; hous- 
ing, 50 in training; information, 
355 in training; library, 137 
trained; block organization, 200 in 
training; nutrition, 1180 trained 
and 277 in training; recreation and 
youth work, 7000 trained; salvage, 
178 in training; school and educa- 
tion, 114 trained and 31 getting in- 
struction; war bonds and stamps, 
749 in training, and victory gar- 
dens, 25.

Five, quetzals, rare and beautiful 
birds from Central America, were 
received today by the St. Louis 


Zoo in Forest Park, which until sev~- 
eral weeks ago owne the only adult 
male quetzal in the United States, 

The birds are a part of a col- 
lection of 18 quetzals that Charles 
Cordier, a Swiss collector, brought 
out of Costa Rica last month, and 
which aré also being distributed to 
zoological gardens in New York, 
Philadelphia and Washington. The 
Zoo received in the same shipment 
a Montezuma Giant Cacique and a 
group of humnmiing birds, also from 
Central America. 

The adult male quetzal has up- 
per parts and throat of green and 
under parts of crimson. The upper 
tail coverts reach a length of two 
and a half to three feet. They have 
been celebarted for their great 
beauty in their native lands for 
centuries and only the Aztec em- 
perors were allowed to wear their 
treasured plumes. 

First Arrived in 1940. 

The first adult male quetzal ever 
to reach this country was brought 
out of Central America in 1940 by 
Wolfgang von Hagen, former St. 
Louisan, who sold the specimen to 
the St. Louis Zoo. This bird, still 
living at the Zoo, has broken the 
legend of the Aztec and Mayan In- 
dians that the quetzal was the 
property of their. god, Quetzalcoatl, 
and would not livé out of its native 
bahitat, the high mountains of 
Guatemala, Honduras, Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica. 

‘The quetzal has refused to eat 
in captivity and has been fed forci- 
bly on avocados during its two- 
year residence here. It is kept in 
a cold room, which is sprayed with 
water four hours each day to simu- 
late the foggy, cold climate of the 
quetzal’s native mountains. 

To Be Shown Soon. 

The shipment arrived last night 
by train from New York, too late 
to be uncrated. The birds were 
put in quarantine today and soon 
will be placed on display in the 
bird house, which is now undergo- 
ing interior decorations. 

George P. Vierheller, director of 
the Zoo, also announced the recent 
arrival of 16 species of parrot-like 
birds, natives of the Australiag 
area, but which were raised in Cali 
fornia. 

Included in this lot are two 
Moluccan cockatoos, which talk. 
Species which the Zoo has not 
owned before include a pair of 
crimson-winged parakeets, a pair 
of Derbyan parakeets and a pair 
of pileated parakeets.

SHURE OF BASES 
-BY EITHER SIDE 


Said to Have Warned 
That Violation of Neu- 
trality Would Put Spain 
in Opposing Camp. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20 (AP).— 
Hewing hard to his neutrality 
line, Generalissimo ‘Francisco 
Franco has warned both Axis and 
Allies that any seizure of Spanish 
bases would force Spain to accept 
aid immediately from the other 


side, advices from informed Euro- 
pean sources said today. 

There were unconfirmed reports 
in Madrid and elsewhere abroad 
that Germany and Italy already 
had asked for and had been re- 
fused use of Spanish bases on the 
Mediterranean coast and the 
Balearic Islands, Other reports, un- 
official, but persistent, said Franco 
had delivered his warning before 
any requests could be made, 

Usually reliable sources held 
that this notification had been de- 
livered to both sides by Franco 
with the backing of a majority of 
his Generals and that it stems log- 
ically from the new determination 
of the Spanish leader to maintain 
true neutrality, as contrasted with 
the Axis-slanted non-belligerency 
that was Spain’s role before Allied 
power erupted so forcefully at her 
African doorsill. 

These advices came while Spain 
etill was in the process of effect- 
ing the partial mobilization, or- 
dered by Franco early this week, 
which may double or triple Spain’s 
Army of 500,000. , 

A Madrid broadcast last night 
reported that extensive Spanish 
military maneuvers had just been 
completed.

tance. The| net result of the 
“blitz” bombing was to teach the 
British people the depth of their 
own strength and courage. For 
Germany it became the war's first 
great defeat. 

There have been many one-sided 
attacks, large and small, since 
then, 


African Invasion. 

There have also been a few 
major well-co-ordinated offensives, 
of which the most brilliant, for 
many months is that just pulled 
off by the United Nations in North 
Africa. . 

This offensive was neither a Brit- 
ish show nor an American show. 
It was not an Army show. It was 
not a Navy show. It was not an 
affair of the air force. It was all 
those things working together as 
a team. Without 800 ships acting 
in perfect sea co-ordination, the 
invasion would never have reached 
the African coast—yet it is a mis- 
take to call it a demonstration of 
sea power, for it was much more 
than that. Without carefully 
trained amphibian troop units, no 
ground would have been taken— 
there would have been no invasion. 
Without highly skilled aerial co- 


dragged them into one of the hall- 
ways and covered them with dirt, 
leaving the carcasses to putrefy. 
The chairman of the Soviet told 
me on his return to the village he 
found eight dead horses in the 
hallways of the schoolhouse. 

On ‘the first day that the Ger- 
mans entered the village, one of 
their tanks got stuck in a mud- 
hole at the side of the street.

There were 12 flour’ mills in 
the district and two old-fashioned 
windmills. The others were oper- 
ated by water or electric power. 
All have been burned to the ground. 

It is no use to enumerate further 
acts of destruction. With passion 
and thoroughness from ‘the first 
day of their stay in this district, 
the Germans have proceeded to an- 
nihilate all achievements of the 
Five-Year Plans in education, me- 
chanical advance and public utili- 
ties, “Return to primitivism” is 
the German slogan as well as the 
German policy in occupied Russian 
villages. By such means they are 
seeking to reduce the Russian 
peasantry to individual helpless- 
ness, social disintegration. and na- 
tional impotence. It is no wonder 
the peasants are saying: “We don’t 
want Germans ever to come here 
to rebuild burned villages. We 
want the chance to go to: their 
country and do to.them what they 
have done to us.”

aerial counter-attack, , 

Above all, without the fifth col- 
umn, the offensive would have had 
a different history. And the Mo- 
roccan and Algerian portions would 
have been in a difficult if not a 
dangerous position had not Gens. 
Alexander and Montgomery and 
their British Eighth Army taken 
care of Rommel at precisely the 
right moment. 

All this. is very instructive when 
we think about the future of our 
operations in the Pacific theater. 

It is obvious that one day .we 
will launch a major offensive 
against Japan, probably starting 
against objectives in Japanese-held 
territory—perhaps somewhere in 
the East Indies, perhaps on the 
Asiatic mainland, 

The more carefully and imag- 
inatively we organize this offens- 
ive, the better will be its chances 
of success. The three-dimensional 
and amphibian nature of Pacific 
warfare has already demonstrated 
that land armies, ships and air- 
craft must be wielded as parts of 
a single team in any and every 
operation. It is clearer than ever 
that political and economic war- 
fare are equally valuable—our Jap- 
anese enemy is up to the ears in 
both, but if we are clever enough, 
we may turn this particular de- 
partment against him, since there 
is much more appeal to the role of 
liberator than to the role of con- 
queror, and we are now the lib- 
erators of the oppressed. 

Building up co-ordinated attacks 
takes much time and great effort— 
but the rewards are worth it. A 
good slogan for the United Nations 
and their armies, navies and air 
forces is ALL. FOR ONE AND

Curtin Views Foe’s Hold 
on North Coast of 
Island as Threat to/* 
Australia. 


CANBERRA, Nov. 20 (AP). — 
The Japanese have completed oc- 
cupation of all nine anchorages on 
the north coast of Portuguese 
Timor, less than 400 miles north- 
west of Australia, by moving into 
Lantem, it was stated officially 
today. 

At the same time, Prime Minis- 
ter John Curtin said he believed 
a battle would have to be fought 
in Timor and adjacent islands to 
protect Australia, just as a long- 
drawn fight is being waged in New 
Guinea and the Solomons to pre- 
vent invasion from the northeast. 

Timor and nearby islands are 
within the Southwest Pacific thea- 
ter and vital to the holding of Aus- 
tralia, he declared. 

Increased Japanese activity in 
Timor had been anticipated here 
since the Japanese met reverses 
to the northeast in New Guinea, 
where they appear to be fightiag 
a losing battle to maintain their 
hold at Buna, and in the Solomons.

Dili, the capital of Portuguese 
Timor, was occupied by the Jap- 
e@nese early in their operations.

food and stuff like that lying 
around. 

“We bedded down for the second 
night with the Japanese all around 
us. We could hear them talking 
and moving around. During the 
night our artillery opened up again 
and Bazzell was hit in the shoulder 
with shrapnel. The Japs must 
have been hit plenty, too, because 
they started screaming and yelling. 
It was a heavy barrage and lasted 
a long time. 

“Next morning we started along 
a jungle trail, when we heard a 
racket up ahead. We hid in the 
bushes to see what was coming. 
A minute later five Japanese, 
camouflaged with leaves sewn to 
their uniforms, came down the 
trail with a heavy machine gun. 
When they had passed, eight Japs 
came up the same direction we had 
been going. They must have been 
trailing us. 

“We didn’t have a compass and 
we were completely lost but we 
kept on the move all day. We had 
to go so cautiously that we cov- 
ered only about 200 yards before 
nightfall. 

“There were still Japs all over 
the place, and shortly after dark 
the artillery opened up as usual 
and poor Bazzell got hit again. In 
the hand this time. Berry band- 
aged him up. It sure was a good 
thing we had a corpsman with us. 
We were pretty well cut by thorns 
by this time. 

“Berry ingeniously cut up a rub- 
ber tube that he carried for a 
tourniquet and made sippers out 
of it so we could drink the rain 
water out of those big jungle 
plants. There was about one swal- 
low to a plant. He tied a little 
piece of gauze over the end of the 
tube for a filter. 

“Things were pretty quiet after 
the third night. We made about 
two miles through the jungle on 
the third day and didn’t see any 
Japanese, There wasn’t any shell- 
ing that night, either. Anyway, 
none that hit near us. 

“The fourth day we made good 
time, wading straight down a river 
and sleeping on the river beach 
that night. 

“This morning we started wad- 
ing again. Along about 10 o'clock 
we heard some people moving in 
front of us and thought at first it 
was more Japanese. We sure were 
glad when we saw it was an Army 
patrol. They treated us to some 
Army iron rations and led us 
back in.”

is no disposition among men who 
know best to count the Nipponese 
navy out in advance. 

For one thing, the Japanese 
battleships sunk or damaged are 
said to be of the Kongo class, 
a group of remade battle cruisers 
which composed the Ieast formid- 
able unit of the Japanese first 
line. Nearly 30 years old, they 
represented an early, experimen- 
tal stage of Japanese naval archi- 
tecture. The Kongo, which gives 
the class its hame, actually was 
built in England, and the other 
three, the Haruna, Hiei and Kir- 
isima, were Japanese efforts to 
copy the British-made model. In 
converting them to battleships 
speed was sacrificed for armor, 
which obviously has been insuf- 
ficient protection against Ameri- 
can shells, torpedoes and bombs. 
A still uncertain factor in the 
Pacific naval situation is the capi- 
tal ship strength Japan has been 
able to add since the beginning of 
1937, when the naval holiday ended 
and a curtain of deepest secrecy 
was dropped on its warship con- 
struction. The best authorities, 
however, believe that Japan must 
have at least four new battleships 
either in commission or nearly 
ready, some or perhaps all of them 
of 40,000 tons or more and armed 
with mighty rifles of at least 16 
inches. None of these has been 
reported yet in action, nor is it 
likely that they would be risked 
on the outermost fringe of Japan’s 
defense lines unless the need be- 
came desperate. 


The Japanese high command 
sorely needs a victory to present 
to a public which must have been 
stirred and depressed by its latest 
news from the Pacific, which in- 
cludes the admission of one battle- 
ship lost. The Army’s record these 
last six months, since the conquest 
of Burma, has been no better than 
the Navy’s. Its one major cam- 
paign, that against the Chinese in 
Chekiang and Xiangsi provinces, 
was a costly failure. 


All this suggests that the Jap- 
anese must try a new thrust soon. 
Waning prestige and the probable 
lowering of their armed forces’ 
morale call for it as much as the 
strategic necessity of striking back 
at the growing concentrations of 
Allied power at many points on the 
periphery of their “Greater East 
Asia.” Naturally they are trying 
not to telegraph the next punch, 
but signs increase that it will come 
in Southeastern Asia, from Burma 
or French Indc-China. 

The Chinese report Japanese re- 
inforcements moving into Burma 
and into the smal] occupied patch 
of China’s southwestern Province 
of Yunnan. An attempt to con- 
quer all Yunnan would seem to be 
a logical next step for the Tokyo 
high command. 


TIME, LIFE AND FORTUNE 
TO BE LIMITED IN SIZE 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20 (AP).— 
Time, Inc., announced today it 
would voluntarily limit the size of 


its publications, Time, Life and 
Fortune because of expected Gov- 
ernment curtailment of paper and 
newsprint. The new policy will 
become effective next year. 

The company said that Life, cur- 
rently running about 160 pages, 
would be held to 132 pages, in- 
cluding inserts, plus the covers. 
Time would be limited to 104 pages 
on a similar basis. The page size 
of Fortune would begreduced from 
11% by 14 inches to 10% by 13 
inches. 

“These limitations,” said How- 
ard Black, vice-president, “are be- 
ing established because we do not 
see how on one hand a publisher 
can talk about fighting a tough 
war in his editorial pages and 
then have the size of his publica- 
tions give the American people the 
impression that there is a war- 
time boom in advertising.”

Four Times as Many 
Ducks as in 1934-35, 
Wildlife Chief Says 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP). 
—Dr. Ira N, Gabrielson, chief of 
the’ Federal Fish and Wildlife 
Service, said yesterday the north- 
ern breeding grounds of migra- 
tory waterfowl reported more 
than four times as many birds 
this year as in the ebb years of 
1934 and 1935. 

The duck population has been 


restored, Gabrielson told the 
house wildlife committee, to the 
point where “we are not worry- 
ing about the duck supply. 

“The problem now ig harvesting 
the crop properly.” , 

Gabrielson said there had bee 
“progressivély fewer complaints 
during the past three years over 
migratory wildfowl regulations 
than at any other time since the 
wildlife service was established.” 

He said it was too early to 
predict what effect the war con- 
ditions would ‘have on duck shoot- 
ing, but that duck stamp sales 
up to October 1 amounted to 
$265,913, more than double the 
revenue to the same date. last 
year. 

Many factors are involved, he 
said, and “it is entirely possible” 
that hunting license sales may 
continue high, because more peo- 
ple have money to spend, and at 
the same time there may be a 
reduction in total hunting time 
due to the inability of the aver- 
age hunter to go out often.

Syphilis in one of its stages may 
show a temporary crop of pimples, but acne is usually a 
chronic affair that runs for months and years. The oil or 
lubricating glands of the skin frequently become plugged with 
dust and dirt. We then call them blackheads. Acne is almost 
invariably linked with blackheads. Regular exercise and elim- 
ination are two of the essentials in curbing this affliction of 
young people. Fats and pastries in the diet likewise seem to 
aggravate the condition.

The Nursery School 


By Angelo Patri : 


EZ ARE going to have nursery 

schools in those towns where 
mothers of younger children 
work in the war services. There 
is no other way out. The women 
must help in the factories and 
shops and other services, and as 
they cannot be in two places at 
once, and as the little ones cannot 
be left unattended, nurseries must 
be established and the sooner the 
work is started the better. A nur- 
sery school cannot be equipped 
and staffed by waving a wand. 


This care of young chidren is 
vitally important to the life of the 
nation and the success of the war. 
If parents have to bear a load of 
anxiety for their babies, as well as 
carry the extraordinary burdens 
of the war, the service will suffer 
and to the extent the victory will 
be delayed. That must not be, 
The nation is going to need every 
healthy child it possesses in the 
coming years, They are the hope 
of the people, and of other peo- 
ples too, It is tragically impor 
tant to preserve their health, 
strength and develop their spirits, 
rear ‘them for the security of the 
country. This is no on-the-side 
job. It is a major war job. 

The first essential is the trained, 
experienced nursery school teach- 
er. A kind heart, an affection for 
children, are good as far as they 
go but they don’t go beyond the 
first wail of a lonely baby. The 
trained, thoroughly skilled, and ex- 
perienced worker is obligatory 
here. We cannot.afford to make 
mistakes with little children of 
nursery school age because the 
mistakes may leave a lifelong 
mark on the child. 


An untrained attendant is likely 
to make such mistakes as frighten- 
ing a child, threa 


her. That won’t do. And she is 
likely to overlook signs calling for 
attention that the trained teacher 
sees instantly. Color and texture 
of the child’s skin, the expression 
of his face, the look in his eyes, 
the way he lies in his crib, all 
these and countless other signs 
have meaning for the experienced 
teacher but none for the un- 
trained, inexperienced one. 


There must be a physician who 


. visits the school daily, and takes 


time to really see what is happen- 
ing to the children and what effect 
it has on them. The women physi- 
cians are especially good in this 
field. There must be a nurse who 
stays all day in the school, and if 
night service is involved, and it 
may well be, a night nurse and 
physician are needed. 

Let us get on with this project 
without delay for it is plain now 
that it is essential to the war's 
progress.
